proper and comprehensive manner, permit me

to Dreaise by referring to the general election

ofNowmber,18T21r Arkansas, at whicame j
I was elected to cry present position.

At that election, the Greeley ticket in the
State was headed by Joseph Brooks, at that
time a WUcrartlsan of the Greeley side in the
costest, and had as the nominee for Secretary

ofStatcMr.E.A.Fultoa. The Grant State
ticket was headed by Elisha Baxter, with my

self as the nominee for Secretary or State.
The majority of Baxter OTer Brooks was, as

shown by the returns, something over 3,000,

but my own majority over Mr. Pulton was

ovct
With this largo majority, my election has

never been disputed by any one, but on the con-

trary, in all the contests brought by parties on
the Brooks ticket, has ualformaly been con-

ceded. This much I deemtt proper to say
In order that your Excellency may be fully ad-

vised as to the fact of my being Secretary C;i

3a hire a&dfe faetQ,

About the last of March I left the city of
Xlttle Kock and started for tne nonaweswm
jjart of the State, intending to be absent but a
.short time, leaving my office in charge of my
.lormtv. Kmeral lYank Stronz. who has served
in that capacity for the past four years. On
tho morning of the 15th of April, Sir. Brooks
and his followers took possession of the execu-

tive office, ejected the Governor, broke open
the State armory and armed themselves, and
took forcible possession of the State-hous- e.

My deputy remained at bis post until the usual
hour for closing the office, locked it and went
to his home! On the same night my office was
"broken open and possessed and occupied Dy air.
Brooks anl his armed force. On the next day,
.April 16, my deputy was assured by Mr.
Brooks that he would not be required to act
officially until I returned or was heard from.
On the same evenmr. however, Mr. Brooks
cmt fnr him and reaulred his official action as
Secretary of State, at 7t'dock. At that hour
however, all entrance to the State-hou- was
tlpnlrd. eentlnels beta? Dosted as every entrance
with fixed bavonets. General Strong there
upon reported to Governor Baxter at his

and there remained, his refusal to act
lor Mr. Brooks having closed the office to him
entirely.

On my tcturn, Wednesday, April 23, 1 at
once went to my office end had an Interview with
Mr. Brooks. I found him and his officers and
men occupying the rooms and desks of the
Secretary of Stato, surrounded by armed men,
the doors and passages closely guarded. I was
assured by him, in reply to direct questions,
that he recomiicd me as Secretary of State,
and had never heard that fact disputed, and
that mv office could te occunled bv me at any
time. On the next morning, April 23, 1 re-

turned again and was refused admittance to
the inner room the office proper of the Secre-
tary of State. In reply to my question why
J was refused admiislon to my own office and

"
bv what authority. I was by Mr. Brooks riven
to understand that tho authority was that of
force. To the poweroranormftJinwlcouJU
offer but little opposition! and therefore
retired.- 1 will not conceal from your Excellency that
it has been intimated to me thatr
on my part with the plans of Mr. Brooks, and
my recognition of himself as Covernor, would
preserve to me my position; but I could not,
comlstcntl v. tcrJjrra the functions of my office

at his dictation, while his only warrant for his
forcible assumption of the Executive office was
a JuJement of an inferior court, und when tho
Legislature and the 8nprcme Court had

dpelded In effect that Mr. Baxter was
the Governor, and the leaders of tho Repub-

lican party in their address hud unequivocally
so recognized and Indorsed him.

It is also true that It hasbeenlnslnuated that
the whole plan of overthrowing the Baxter
government was understood aud wpuld be sus-

tained by the authorities at Washington but
Ahis I have warmly and persistently denied; nor
do I for a moment believe it.

From the nlzht of the 15th of April, when
the door oi my office was forced, the seal of
State, my own official seal, ana tne records,
books, etc., belonging to the State Department
have been in the possession of Mr. Brooks and
his armed force. Under the existing state of
circumstances, ana reeling it to do my uuty to
make every exertion to protect the public inter-
ests and property intrusted to me under the
law, I addressed to Mr. Brooks, on the 23d of
April, tne communication nerein esciosea,
marked "A."

Receiving no reply, I on the same day again

marked "B." On the 31th, having received
no renly from Mr. lirooks to cltccr 01 my
demands. I addressed a communication to
Governor Baxter, (copy enclosed marked "C,"l
with it also sending? codes of my corresnon--
dence with Mr. Brooks. To this Governor
Baxter returned tne a reply, copy of which,
marked "D," accompanies this communication.

From the foregoing statement of facts, with
the correspondence as submitted, I trust I have
shown to rour Excellency that I am beyond a
doubt the legally elected and only Secretary of
citale oi &ri.ansas; mat i nave oeen 7oraoiy
and without shadow of law thrust out of my
office, and prohibited from the proper discharge
of my official duties; and that I have used all
proper exertions to recover possession of the
office to which I am legally entitled.

Itiresumo that a comxiun'catlou such as I
have taken the liberty to make to your excel-
lency, is almost unheard of aa coming from a
State officer below the rank of a chief execu-
tive. But my apology lies in the fact that the
conduct of these parties in thus violently and
unlawfully seizing upon a State government, is
so unusual and heretofore unheard of In the
history of our country, that the occasion seems
one when ordinary rules cease to be binding,
and an outraged citizen and officer feels it to
be his privilege and duty to approach the chief
.Executive oi tne nation wiin at least a piain
statement of the facts as they really and act--
vallycilet.

And if it isuroper, therefore, that the Gen
eral Government should interfere in this mat-
ter which concerns the vital interests of a State,
and therefore indirectly of all the States, I have
the honor to request such assistance and such
aid as your .excellency may De pleased to ex-

tend.

SUBSIDIES AND FOHFEITTJBES.
From the Sin Francisco Daily Evening- - Bulletin. J
When the China branch or the Paclno Mail

Uomnany was established, Coax-ies- s granted a
snbsldy of 1600,000 per aanam for a monthly ser-
vice between San Francisco and HongKongr, with
a branch from Yokohama to Shanghai. As a
farther encouragement to the China line to per-
form a service, Oongrssa, about two
years ago, granted an additional subsidy of
$500,000, providing that the ships employed should
be of Iron and built In this country, and of large
tonnage, not less, according to oar recolleotlon,
than 4,033 tons. When the Mall Company under-
took to build these ships there wore nothlp-yard-

machinery or other appltances la the country ad-

equate to the undertaklnz.
There" never had been a larjro iron ship con-

structed at anyplace. A (few small Iron ihfvs,
rating from 600 to 1,500 tons had been turned out.
Most of these were designed ror "coast terrlco.
They had single decks and the old pattern of

crew enirtne. Iron steamshlD bnlldlnv had been
In abeyaneeTorTears. ThertctrM the tilth tariff
throochwhtch iron masters became millionaires.
But there were no flrat-cla- steamships launched
irom American shipyards. England was tan-
nine away with tho commerce- or tho country.
Her iron ships were In all waters. Her large
screw steamers went around the globe In search
of business.

Congress demanded of the PaclSo Mall Com-
pany the first successful demonstration of Iron

large scale. No private Indi-
vidual had even ventured on such an enterprise
In this country. In consideration or (300,000, the
Paclno Mall Company, as we have seen, was not
only required to double Its ssrvleeoa the China
route, but It was required to become the pioneer
iron or America, and to demonstrate
to the whole country that which never hadbeon
demonstrated, vii: that large Iron steamers could
be built here equal to the best ever put afloat la
England. The company went about this work at
once. It encountered all the obstacles which
usually beset pioneer enterprises. There was
not a shipyard In the country which could turn
out ships or the class demanded. There never
had been acompound engine for a screw steamer
constructed In the country. Tie machinery to
create machinery must first be pie.iared.

The company went down to tho Delaware, as
near to the great sources or Iron production In
Pennsylvania as they could est, and .begin their
work. While they were waiting lor the comple-
tion or machinery to construct the largest class,
they began with such as the capacity or the

on hand would warrant. Thoynut afloat
rour or more iron steamers, ranging: In ilio from
1,600 tons to, say, 2,000 tons. Toe Collma and the
Urenada were fair samples or this class. JJ1 IUB
tneintime they stimulated the contractors to pro- -
vide machinery by which ths steamers or 6.000
tons could he constructed.

Another has been launcnod, or will he In
afew days, and two more will bo pushed toward
completion as soon as possible. The entire annual
subsidy granted by Congress In consideration or
building these Iron steamers is not enough to pay
more than hair the cost or a single steamer. 1 he
company round it Impossible to place the steamers
In servleo at the date named In the subsidy stipu-
lation. They made no demand last year, and the
subsidy or (600,009 was turned back Into the
Treasury.

During the past year the Piclflo Mall Company
has broken off Its relations to the Central Psetno
Railroad Company. It Is no longer In the com-
bination to keep up to the highest notch passen-- .
ger and tarid rates. It maintains now a vigorous
and healthy competition. The publlcare gaining
immensely by this competition. The. company
occupies now a Iegltunato relation to tho publlo.
But, ever since this rupture or the combination,
the Central Padfle Company has been going
after the Paclno Mall Company. First, a resolu-
tion was Introduced Into the last Legislature re-
commending Congress to reruse subtldles to tho
Paelllc Mall Company. Very rew persons saw
the bearings or that resolution or knew lu origin.
It was Inspired by the Central Paciflo Company,
which got In its first blow by taking adrantago or
the n hostility or the Legislature to all
eo.bilo.1es like those wnlch had been granted to
the Central Ficflo Ballroad monopoly.

In the second place, the railroad company en-
ters Congress and becomes all at once a subsidy
reformer. Every man In the Interest of that com-pin- y

the Pacific iMall Oompany.fornootnerreason than
that the latter refuses to maintain a hurtful com-

bination. Hence the report or the eominitleo in
ravor or repealing the subsidy or (600,000, granted
In consideration or the construction of iron steam.

It Is more than
I robable that the proposed Incorporation or the
Asiatic Commercial monopoly finds encourage-
ment from the same quarter, and is .now sought
lor the same hostile purposes. This much Is cer-
tain; that tho Central Pacific Is at the bottom of
this new opposition to the Paclno Mall.

Company threatened that If the Paciflo Mall
Company did not comply with their terms and
send all Atlitio freight over their road on terms
which had been dictated, that monopoly would
put on a line to China, and control the wholo bus-
iness. Just now tho Pidno Mill Company is
maintaining a sturdy Independence. It has just
rendered a great service to the country by demon-

The truth of the matter is, that dollars
are nomors likely to be "clipped" than any other
coin, and as to ths project being "faUadous," the
demand ror these coin la the China market, dis-
proves any such assertion. ,
' As is well known, no race or people are so "pecu-

liar" In. their trade affairs and so opposed to
changes as ths Chinese, and the fact tnat they
have received ths "trade dollar" in preference to
the "Mexican," which ror years has formed the.
principal export of silver from this country to
China, Japan, and India, establishes the project
not only as a present success, hut promises impor-
tant advantages in the future to the commercial
and silver mining Interests or the United States.

In connection with this subject permltme to add
that the coinage ror the present fiscal year will
exhibit a result almost unprecedented in the
annals of the Government.

For tho nine months ending March 31, 1371, the
gold coinage has amounted to 4iS07,04O, exceed-
ing that ofthe last fiscal year t7,3"U03, and being
tbe largest slue tha suspension or specie pay.
mentaln lSsi. The silver coinage ror the same
period amounts to M.C&eD.OO, of which S2,1W,SOO
is comprised In trade dollars.

The largest amount or silver dollars coined In
any one year sincetno estakllshment or the mint
In 1793, and prior to the coinage act or 1873, estab-
lishing the trade dollar of 4l0 grains troy, waa
but a little over 11,000.000, and the entire coinage
of silver dollars Irom 1793 to tho close or the last
fiscal year was (3,043,838.

The fact that our trade dollar coinage for the
last nine months alone has, been over one fourth,
of the entire silver-doll- coinage of eighty-on- e

years Is In itself sufficient evidence or the wisdom
or issuing such a coin, and sumps its Introduction
as one or the most Important measures or the
Forty-Secon- d Congress. M. V. Davis.

DICKENS' LOVE OP APPLAUSE AND
MONEY.

The moment Dickens felt his invention filling
In the least degree, tho prospect ot retaining tha
older stories, and tasting by neancr Aid personal,
contact the pungency of popular apponse, was
fascinating and overpowering. His pleasure In
It, as one of the English critics says, e

humiliating in a man or his great genius. It Is
tbe more so when he listened Intently for the
chink of the guinea as well as for the murmur cf
delight. Yet no min needed money more, nor
might more rightfully earn li. His family waa
very large, his estate was costly and his manner
of living profuse. But the reader presently sees
with sorrow that, as with bis great predecessor
Scott ths chief question gradually cams to be
how much money he could make out of his
genius. And as with Scott, although la smaller
degree, the sum was enormous. By his readings
alone Dickens mads nearly a quarter of a million
of dollars, one hundred thousand or them between
the 1st or December and the 1st or May la the
United States.

Ths physical labor and exposure or traveling,
and nervous exhaustion of the readings, with the
tremendous pace, as he would have called it la
another, of the rest or his lllo. were enough to de-
stroy any man. Daring- all his travels, both in
the earlier and the later day, when he ran oyer to
the Continent ox coursed about England to find
Inspiration or' seclusion or excitement, he Co-
nstantly wrote tha most copious letters, full of fun
and shrewdness and fine laney, and walked miles
and miles, and devised entertainments, and acted,
plays, and presided at meetings and feasts, and
made delightful speeches, and seemed to have alt
the occupation of a very active and busy mas be-
fore considering the real business in band at, the
time. Saeh animal spirits aa in nia mtIv ,
Were certainly never known. They babbled about
him and overflowed all who came In contact with,
him. They affected his style of writing, and 'de-
spite the esgaclout Time, they gave his descrip-
tions muehof their nMfar.
